Both Joe and Andy 
were former goalies for the 
soccer program, and Peter 
was a member of the 1996 and 
1997 teams that reached the

Girls team hoping 
season will be 


an experience

With 16 returning players 
back from last year’s eight- 
win season, which included a 
trip to the playoffs, there’s a 
strong pre-season notion that 
the Wilmington High School 
girls’ soccer team could be 
pretty good this fall. With 
three league all-stars back, 
including two defensive 
backs on a team that posted 
six shut outs a year ago, Sue 
Hendee, now entering her 
22nd season as head coach, 
certainly likes what she sees 
thus far. 

“We have a lot of experience 
and that’s going to be our 
strong suit,” said Hendee. 
“One thing is the returning 
girls know what to expect 
from the league, and what to 
@xpect from me, so I think 
EEEEEEEGEEEIE 


that’s a big advantage for us: 
We have so many seniors (11) 
- this is the most returning 
players I’ve ever had coming 
back in one season. And the 
best part is these girls are 
such a fantastic group of role 
models, they really are. Now 
it’s just a matter of us getting 
prepared for the season.” 
Wilmington finished last 
year’s season with an 8-9-2 
overall record, including a 7- 
5-1 mark within the Cape Ann 
League. The Wildcats quali- 
fied for the Division 2 state 
tournament and lost to a very 
powerful Central Catholic 
squad, 30. After starting off 
the regular season with two 
big losses, the Wildcats 
played very well the rest of 
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final games. Danielle was a 
member of the girls team two 
years ago, and is now in col- 
lege in Wyoming starting a 
club team. 

It was 13 years ago when 
Marty first wanted to become 
a goalie. That’s when his old- 
est brother Joe was about to 
be a junior in high school and 
was coming off a terrific sea- 
son as a sophomore goalie for 
then head coach Dick 
Scanlon. But an accident at 
his grandfather’s home in 
Chicago left Joe paralyzed 
and unfortunately ended his 
soccer days, 

“I watched Joe and Andy 
play net,” said Marty. “I 
watched them when I was 
growing up. When Joe had 
his accident, it just inspired 


me to be a goalie. I was only 
four or five when it hap- 
pened, and I didn’t see Joe 
play all that much, but I went 
to a lot of Andy’s games and 
saw him play a lot.” ' 

And that’s when little broth- 
er was able to describe older 
brother’s style of being a 
keeper ...and certainly an 
interesting take from the 
bleachers. 

“Andy was hard-nosed but 
he was dirty and cheap,” said 
Marty. “Actually he’was a for- 
ward and they needed a 
goalie so he made the switch. 
He was a real good forward.” 

From that time back about 
six years ago when Andy was 
the keeper, Marty recalls

Considering that the team 
accomplished each of the last 
two years, it’s hard to imag- 
ine that there’s any talent left 
over on the Wilmington High 
School boys’ soccer team. But 
that’s just it - the team seems 
to be loaded with it. 

Head Coach Steve Scanlon 
returns 16 players from last 
year’s team that finished 
unbeaten in league play, 
enjoyed a 17-game unbeaten 
streak, outscored its oppo- 
nents 50-13, posted 9 shut outs 
and defeated two teams in the 
state tournament, before bow- 
ing out in the sectional semi- 
finals to arch rival 
Masconomet. 

“I think we're going to be 
good and I think we have a 
good club,” said head coach 
Steve Scanlon, whose team 
has combined to go 38-10-11 in 
the past three seasons. 
“We're a veteran team. I 
think Ihave 11 seniors and 
that many juniors as we don’t 
have any freshmen or sopho- 
mores. We have some good 
sized kids that are physical so 
that’s a plus. But we do have 
some questions in the back 
and we are ironing that out. 
We have good speed, we have 
good size, we have good expe- 
rience, we have a good goal- 
tender, and we have some 
weapons other teams don’t 
have so we're happy.” 

Last year the team had a 
striker weapon in Jason 
Pereira, who had 19 goals and 
3 assists in 18 regular season 
games. He was one of the 
team’s all-league players but 
since has graduated. While 
the team may not ‘have a 
weapon goal scorer to go to as 
of right now, the Wildcats 
have several other different 
kinds of weapons with long 
throwers Michael Murphy 
and Nick Godzyk, and defend- 
er Gott Saenchandi, who can 
blast long kicks with the best 
of them. 

Murphy proved last year 
that he can throw the ball 
anywhere from 40 to 50 yards, 
and truly became a goal scor- 
er on his own from the side- 
lines. Scanlon said that 
Godzyk has become just as 
good as Murphy and can 
throw almost as far, while the 
free kicks are up to 
Saenchandi and he can blast 
the ball to every direction of 
the field at will. Scanlon uti- 
lized Murphy and Gott’s 
strengths last year running 
all kinds of crazy and trick 
plays, and he’s sure to add a 
few more to the playbook this 
year. 


“We have some weapons 
with Gott's long kicks and the 
two throws, and not just 
Murphy but Godzyk can 
throw it nearly as far,” he 
said. “It’s very dangerous and 
we're scoring a goal a game 
off of it. If you are pinned in 
and we're throwing six, seven 
or eight of those in a row on 
you, you're in trouble and 
your goalie has a lot of work 
to do. We just need to find ... 
you have to go the front bar a 
little bit (on the long throws). 
You can't let the goalie have a 
good beat you on it because 
with his hands, most likely 
he’s going to come out and 
get it or most of the goalie 
will come out and catch it. If 
you can time your run to get 
in there just before the goalie, 
and you flick it over his hands 
and get that ball down, you 
can really have those chances 
pay off.” 

Without that 19-goal scorer, 
or the one the team had 
before that in Stephen 
Potener, Scanlon said it’ll be 
a much more spread out 
attack this season. 

“I don’t think we have a kid 
who will score 19 goals, but I 
think we have six or seven 
kids who can score six or 
seven goals for us. (Andy) 
Owens can score, (Caleb) 
Rogers can score, (Chris) 
DiCecca, Murphy, Godzyk 
and even this O'Connor kid, 
Cody has scored and looks 
OK.” 

Scanlon has penciled in 
Owens, Rogers, DJ 
Livermore and O'Connor as 
forwards, with Godzyk, 
DiCecca and Murphy as three 
of the team's four midfield- 
ers. Seniors Liam Gately and 
Kevin Flaherty are very ver- 
satile and will log a lot of 
time at both striker and mid- 
fielder, while, Jacob Briere 
and Dave Sugrue add depth at 
the midfield spot. Eric 
Murray and Shane Kinsella 
are also versatile and will see 
time in the midfield and on 
defense. Senior Colin Foley as 
moved from an outside back 
spot to the team’s sweeper- 
back, while, Saenchandi will 
be a flanker back with Jimmy 
Marra on the other side. Cam 
Garrant, Joe Warren and 
Chris Cieplik are also defend- 
ers. 

“We can do a lot of things 
with this team,” said Scanlon. 
“We can do a lot of different 
combinations as we have a lot 
of kids who can play both for- 
ward and midfield. Most of 
the kids are multi-positioned 
players. That just helps you

Inexperienced at most key positions 


Supersized lines the key for 
Football team repeating success

Although the ride was 
bumpy at times, the 
Wilmington High School 
Football team finished 9-2 a 
year ago, which included 
receiving a forfeit victory 
after a loss to Lawrence, 
while falling two other 
times, once to league cham- 
pion Masconomet, and then 
on the team’s final game of 
the.season on Thanksgiving 

to Tewksbury. 

During that time, 
Wilmington defeated eight 
teams, and although there 
was plenty of inconsistent 
play, the Wildcats scored 
227 points on the season 
and chalked up over 3,100 
offensive yards under the 
direction of then first-year 
head coach Mike Barry. 

Now a year later, Barry 
has a team that returns just 
four starters on each side of 
the ball including all-league 
linemen and two of the 
team’s captains, John 
Moriarty and Denis 
Gingras, as well as two-way 
tackle Chris. Cazeau and 
tailback Evan Butters, the 
team’s third captain. 
Besides.that, there’s a lot 
of new names, new faces 
and new thoughts on how to 
have another 8, 9, 10 or 11- 
win season. 

Getting back to that level 
may be difficult, since the 
program is down in num- 
bers with just 35 members 
on the varsity squad, and 
the schedule is different 
with Melrose and 
Newburyport coming on 
and Belmont and Lawrence 
vacating not to mention 
that the Cape Ann League 
large school division should 
be extremely tough again 
with Masco and likely 
improved teams such as 
North Andover and 
Pentucket. 

“Until you knock off the 
champs, Masco is still the 
team to beat,” said Barry, 
who served as an assistant 
coach the previous 11 years 
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started to think about 
things, because we weren’t 
as consistent as I would 
have liked. 

“The attitude on this. team 
right now has been great 
and I’m so thrilled with 
that right now. 

“The three captains have 
done a terrific job both on 
and off the field as leaders 
and doing things the right 
way. You never see them at 
the principal's office and if 
you talk to their teachers, 
they’ll say how well they 
are doing and how much 
they love having them in 
their classes.” 

While the kids seem to be 
doing the jobs in the class- 
rooms, there seems to be 
plenty of 101 Football talk 
right now. The Wildcats 
return several big linemen 
and have a good coreof 
experienced running backs, 
but the skill positions, espe- 
cially quarterback, wide 
receivers, linebackers and 
the secondary positions, 
have all new players lining 


up. 

“Our offense is ahead of 
our defense,” said Barry. 
“We really are going to rely 
on our line. We have some 
pretty big guys up front 
who work so hard. Kids like 
(John) Moriarty who killed 
himself in the off-season 
and so did Denis and some 
of the others. This will be 
the first time in the 13 
years I’ve been here that 
there’s a chance that every 
single kid who starts on the 
offensive line will weigh 
over 200 pounds. 

“Gingras and Moriarty 
are returning all-league 
linemen, and Cozeau was 
right up there and could 
have been one, so that’s our 
strength because we do 
have some size up front.” 

Penciled in right now 
offensively are John 
Moriarty (6-3, 235) and 
Cazeau (6-2, 235) at the two 
tackles with Gingras (5-10, 
205) as one of the two 
guards. Alex Leiskau (6-0, 
225), Matt Celeste and 
Gordie Fitch are fighting it 
out for the last two line 
positions, the second gaurd 
spot and center. Brian 
Hurley (6-4, 215) and Dan 
MacKinnon (61, 195) seem 
to have the! lock at tight 
end, with the latter moving 
over from fullback. 

‘The receivers are all new 
as the group of Rich Barry, 
Brian Fennelly, Chris 
Frissore and Matt 
Larffarello do not have a 
varsity reception com- 
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and 11 touchdowns a season 
ago. 

Butters, 5-11, 175, will be 
the team’s main running 
back, while, 5-foot-10, 185 
pounder Kevin Moriarty 
(440 rushing yards and 2 
touchdowns) and John 
Parsons, a talented athletic 
sophomore, also will share 
carries, 

“Last year you really saw 
(former quarterback 
Stephen Stewart and 
Butters) split carries - and 
believe it or not we still 
would like to throw the ball. 
We are working on our 
passing game so the better 
that gets, the better our 
offense will be — but if we 
are going to give the tail- 
back a lot of carries, we'll 
put Kevin Moriarty and 
Parsons back there to split 
up the carries with Evan.” 

Stewart is now playing at 
Bentley College and he left 
a combined 1,585 yards of 


offense including 19 com-. 


bined touchdowns in his 
Wildcat locker. Taking over 
the reigns now is junior 
Sean Hanley, who complet- 
ed his only pass he attempt- 
ed last year as a sopho- 
more. 

“Sean Hanley seems to 
have locked down the quar- 
terback position after the 
Burlington scrimmage,” 
said Barry. “He's still 
young and he still has a lot 
of work to do. Sean has 
looked good. He looked real 
good in the Burlington 
scrimmage but then he took 
a step back in practice. The 
thing about Sean is he has a 
nice presence in the huddle 
and a nice presence on the 
field. 

“He is really coachable 
and he has also demon- 
strated some great leader- 
ship styles. I didn’t really 
expect that this year - he’s 
a kid who I thought would 
be ‘Ok here’s the play’ and 
now he’s in the huddle and 
telling the other kids to do 
it right, and just do it right 
and I really didn’t see that 
in him as a sophomore. 

“We want to throw the ball 
and be balanced. He has a 
decent arm - I call it a 
decent arm, but he has a 
good quarterback’s mind, 
he’s’ very coachable. 
Everyone talks about the 
passing game and I never 
look at it from the quarter- 
backs point of view. I 
always say that it starts 
with the offensive line with 
essere the eceives: has 

open, quarter- 
back has to deliver the pass 
and then the receiver has to 
catch it. There are three or 
four parts, where some- 
times when you run the ball 


it’s much more simpler. 

“We want to be a better, 
more balanced team, so 
we’re working on the pass- 
ing game.” 

Barry fully admitted that 
the receivers are a work in 
progress right now since 
now of them have any var- 
sity experience. 

“The receivers, let’s say 
that we are battling,” he 
said. “I’m not sure how 
good we are right now, but 
we are battling.” 

Defensively Barry said 
the team will run a 4-4 
scheme. That puts Gingras 
and Cozeau at the defensive 
end positions and John 
Moriarty and Laskow at 
tackles with Fitch, Hurley 
and Mike Wilkinson seeing 
time on the line as well. 

Kevin Moriarty, 
MacKinnon, __Larffarello, 
Parsons and senior Tony 
Valente will rotate in as the 
linebackers, while the sec- 
ondary group returns safe- 
ty Butters (could be moved 
to cornerback), with new- 
comers Rich Barry, 
Fennelly and Frissore fig- 
uring as at either safety or 
the two cornerback spots. 

Wilmington’s offense and 
defensive teams wil be test- 
ed right away as Melrose 
comes to town for the sea- 
son and home opener on 
Friday at 7:00 pm at Alumni 
Field. 

“They are good,” said 
Barry. “Ihaven’t seen 
(Melrose), and we haven’t 
played them before - we 
have scrimmaged them in 
years past and they got us 
sometimes and we got them 
sometimes, but they are 
generally big and athletic, 
and I believe they went to 
the playoffs a few times in 
the past few years. When 
you look at Melrose you see 
they are one of those tradi- 
tional teams, who are usu- 
ally pretty good.” 

Besides Melrose, 
Wilmington also has non- 
league games with 
Shawsheen Tech, Lexington 
and Tewksbury, with the 
Rams coming to WHS in 
week two but the other two 
games are on the road. 

Besides that the usual 
large school schedule has 
Wilmington hosting 
Pentucket and North 
Andover and traveling to 
Hamilton-Wenham and 
Masconomet. The other 
three games against Cape 
Ann League small school 
opponents.— Lynnfield and 
Newburyport at home and 
Triton away — are consid- 
ered nonleague games. 
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Senior two-way lineman 
Cazeau anxiously awaits 
to tackle big season

Wilmington High School 
football coach Mike Barry 
has described senior Chris 
Cazeau as someone who 
rarely displays his emotion, 
and just goes out there, digs 
in the trenches and walks 
off the field in the same 
manner as if he pummeled 


* someone, or if the Wildcats 


gave up a last second touch- 
down to lose a game. 
Although the Big Guy is 
very quiet on the gridiron, 
that Hasn’t held the two-way 
lineman back one bit as he 
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that we're going to have a 
real good season. The entire 
team has really started to 
come together and our con- 
fidence continues to grow.” 

At this time last year, 
Barry had no idea what 
Cazeau would bring to the 
table. 

“Last year we didn’t know 
what -to expect from him 
and if he was going to be 
ready for the varsity level 
or not,” said Barry. “He got 
nicked up at the start of the 
season (with a concussion) 
but when he came back, he 
just kept getting better as 
the season went along.” 

Barry added that some 
diligent work, some advice 
from the coaching staff and 
some overall experience 
were all the reasons why 
Cazeau went from a kid 
with ‘potential, te a kid 
Barry said belonged as an 
all-league player. 

“I think it was hard work, 
coaching and he figured out 
some things and that helped 
him figure out that he can 
play this game,” said Barry. 
“I think he’s like a lot of 
other kids - they struggle at 
first’ and you see flashes in 
them and you tell them you 
see flashes in them, and 
they still struggle and they 
think that coach is just. 
lying to me and trying to 
make me feel better. But 
with Chris, when he knocks 
a kid back and realizes it’s a 
good thing and that he can 
knock a kid back. 

“He’s a pretty athletic kid - 


“We're all very confident in 
(new quarterback Sean) 
Hanley. I think he has a 
really good arm and he’s 


.been making some really 


good throws. With him, the 
line we have, and (running 
back) Evan (Butters), we 
think we have some players 
who have stepped up and 
can be a big impact for the 
team this season.” 

Last year at this time, 
Cazeau was injured during 
the preseason with a con- 
cussion suffered during a 
scrimmage which kept him 
back a little bit. But he 
quickly responded and 
played very well for the 
Wildcats, including a 
tremendous individual 
effort against North 
Andover. ~ 

“Chris is a big kid who 
works hard,” said Barry. 
“He’s the type of kid that 
probably not too many of 
his teammates want to go 


up against in practice. 


When he wants to turn it on, 
Chris can be a pretty good 
player. He’s the type of kid 
you can coach - he listens to 
you and just always works 
hard. He’s what I call a typ- 
ical Wilmington kid. We 
could score a touchdown or 
the other team could score a 
touchdown and he’s walking 
off the field and you would- 
n’t know what just hap- 
pened, He’s been a good kid 
for us. He’s also a silent 
leader - he’s not going to 
say boo, But when he gets 
that intensity, he has the 
ability to spread it out to the 
other players.” 

Acquiring that taste of 
smashmouth football, Chris 
says, is partly thanks to his 
older brother Andrew, a 
member of last year’s team 
who saw time as a tight end. 

“I really liked playing with 
my brother,” he said. “It 
was pretty fun. We were 
always. competitive as kids, 
We would line up and just go 
at it - not ina bad way but 
in a helpful way.” 

Defensively Barry had 
moved Cazeau from tackle 
to defensive end this season; 
and according to the player 
there’s not too much of 4 
difference. : 

“I’m still in five technique 


he’s big and he can run. We’ § 


run a few plays where we 
pull him and he’s pretty 
effective with it. He’s really 
hard to move off of the ball 
because he’s so big and 
strong.” 

At 6-2, 235 pounds, Cazeau 
is one of the three good- 
sized players that the 
Wildcats have returning to 
both sides of the ball with 
captains John Moriarty (6- 
3, 235) and Denis Gingras 
(5-10, 205) as the other two. 

“(Gingras and Moriarty) 
are really good players and 
I just really love playing 
with them,” said Cazeau. 
“You know once you get in 
there with them, that they 
will always try to do their 
best and that they are 
always prepared. We run a 
lot of stuff to their side, and 
we know when we do, we'll 
get a good amount of 
yards.” 

The return of those three 
players on the offensive line 
is one reason why Cazeau 
feels the Wildcats can 
repeat its 9-2 record of a 


doing a real good job so 
far,” he said. “We haven't 
really messed up. We -all 
communicate really well. 
Plus we have size, we have 
the brains, the heart and the 
attitude. I know that with 
these guys if it’s the fourth 
quarter with one minute to 
go, we will still have enough 
left to get the job done.” 
Returning for his second 
year as offensive tackle, 
Cazeau was asked about the 
team’s offense especially 


so I'll still be (lining up 
against the other team’s) 
tackle,” he said. “I just have 
to pay more attention to the 
(other team’s) quarterback 
and running back. But it’s 
not much of an adjustment = 
it’s almost the same (as 
being a tackle).” 

Chris said that he was 
always too big to play Pop 
Warner, and didn’t start 
playing football until he was 
a freshman when he 
reached the high school: 
Since then, he simply fell in 
the love with the sport. 

“I also play lacrosse, but 
football is my favorite,” he 
said. “I love being involved 
in every single play and 
knowing that if you don’t try 
your hardest every time, it’s 
going to affect the team. I 
love that feeling.” 

And that feeling or sudden 
smile, sometimes does comé 
out of Chris Cazeau. ¢ 

“When he hits someone, hé 
knows it because he’ll come 
back to huddle or the bench 
and say ‘hey I really got 
him oer T’ which is what 
you want (as a coach),” said 
Barry.

The Wilmington High vol- 
deyball team will be looking 
for a return to their previ- 
‘ous success as they enter 
the 2009 season. The past 
couple of years have been a 
‘bit of a struggle for the 
Wildcats, including last 
season when they battled to 
a 5-15 overall record, 
including a 1-11 mark in the 
Cape Ann League. But 
coach Mark Staffier knows 
his team can be better this 
season, and he has set the 
‘team goals very high. 

“Our goal is absolutely to

Staffier said. “We have had

The Wildcats bring seven 
players back from last 
year’s squad including four 
starters, The Wildcats will 
be led by senior co-captains 
Amanda Hollenbeck and 
‘Stephanie Kelly. 
‘Hollenbeck will e a setter, 
while Kelly will be a defen- 
sive specialist. 

“Amanda is a team leader 
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and she is very dedicated 
to working hard both dur- 
ing the season and inthe 
off season. I think she will 
do a fine job as captain 
because of the work ethic 
she brings to the team,” 
Staffier said. “And 
Stephanie has looked great 
so far, She is a defensive 
specialist, but she is very 
versatile and can also do 
very well for us offensively. 
She will always do what is 
best for team.” 

Other returning” starters 
for the Wildcats will 
include junior middle hitter 
Katie Aoki as well as senior 
middle hitter Amy Fahey. 
Staffier will be looking for 
big contributions from both 
players. 

“Katie is very receptive to 
trying different things,” 
Staffier said. “Last year 
was her first year with us 
as a sophomore and her 
game has improved quite a 
bit. She has taken all of the 
things she has learned and 
made the most of it.” 

And Staffier had equal 
words of praise for Fahey. 

“Amy is a very good ath- 
lete,” he said. “She had a 
good number of blocks for 
us last year and we are 
hoping for more of the 
same this year. She looks 
to be improved even from 
last year when she was 
very good.” 

Other key contributors for 
the Wildcats will be senior 
Carissa Tilton at defensive 
specialist along with fellow 
senior outside hitters Jill 
Fudge and Randi Davis. 
Juniors Anna Perullo, a

Burke puts on an incredible juggling act

Jessica Burke says she 
wants to study engineering in

Burke is a_ three-sport 
senior captain, one of the top 
runners on the cross country 
team, a 400 runner and hur- 
dier on the winter track 
team, and the No. 2 singles 
player on the two-time state 
tournament qualifying girls’ 
tennis team.

‘Towards the end of last sea- 
son, a huge difference in play 
was seen by then junior Liz 
Crannell. Her skills were that 
much improved. In fact she 
slarted to dominate games 
with her long, low and hard 
hits, her incredible hustle and 
determination to get to every 
ball, and her’ willingness to 
do anything it took to help 
her field hockey teammates 
win a game - since after all 
that didn’t happen too often. 
Now a senior tri-captain, 
Crannell has taken that seri- 
ous notion to another level, 
according to second year 
head coach Jodi MacKenzie. 
“Liz has a very strong per- 
sonality. Her bark is bigger 
than her bite, but sometimes 
it can be scary,” said 
MacKenzie. “She can intimi- 
date players from the other 
team as well as players on 
her own team. But I think 
that’s what makes her team- 
mates work even harder. She 
has the ability to really moti- 
vate her teammates. She 
doesn’t do that because she’s 
more skilled than the other 
players, but it’s just the per- 
sonality she has.

While MacKenzie is a goof- 
ball away from the game of 
field hockey, she was a seri- 
ous player when she suited up 
for the Wildcats some ten 
years ago.

The line was long and the 
people came’ from all walks 
of life. They were all here 
with one thing in mind. They 
wanted a shot at being on the 


Fighter’ underway 
at Lowell's Tsongas Arena. It 
was one of those steamy 


the hope that ‘the look’ would 
lead me that much closer to 
the action. 

Many years before, I had 
the ‘the look’ without trying 
nearly as hard. I lived in 
what was known as ‘The 
Acre’- 18 Butterfield Street, 
Lowell Massachusetts to be 
exact. I drank at Mike 
Molloy’s Pub, and some 
nights, with a little luck, I 
made my way down to 
Market Street and Cupples 
Square, where occasionally I 
would run into Dick Eklund, 
many years retired after 
holding his own with Sugar 
Ray Leonard in the Boston 
Garden. Dick was getting 
ready to help his half-brother 
Micky Ward get back to the 
big-time fight game. 

“You should write about 
Micky, he’s coming back and 
he’s gonna win the title 
someday,” offered Eklund. 
Just bar ragtime talk- too 
many beers and a lot of time 
on our hands. Put another 
quarter in that juke box Dick 
and play one for me will ya, 
cause this ain’t never gonna 
happen -no-way and no-how. 
“What are you drinking any- 
way? And where are you 
headed after you leave the 
general vicinity of The 
Acre?” 

Flash forward to a time 
when addiction almost 
wrecked a man and this story 
of recovery, redemption and 
ultimately victory over many 
different demons paved the 
way for two lives that writ- 
ers, actors and motion pic- 
ture producers dream about. 
It was the fight game with all 
the grit and dirt that anyone 
could possibly ask for. 

I was there, watching Dick 
go to the Billerica House of 
Correction and sometimes 


asking my dad, a correc-: 


tions’ officer, just how 
Eklund was doing. It turned 
out he was doing OK, work- 
ing off his sentence for 
armed robbery before com- 
ing out and still looking to 
train Micky. Dreams turned 
to thoughts, and eventually 
there was aplan. They would 
win a title together. 

Ward had won three New 
England Golden Gloves titles 
as an amateur before turning 
professional. The junior wel- 
terweight would put the 
gloves away for three years 
before returning to the ring 
in 1994. He would win nine 
consecutive fights and even- 
tually fought the legendary 
Arturo Gaitti in three classic 
bouts. 

Richard Farrell helped 
ewrite the screenplay to the 
‘The Fighter’ after roaming 
the streets. of Lowell years 
earlier for the documentary - 
‘High on Crack Street-Lost 
Lives in Lowell. Eklund was 
one of the people that made 
Farrell's film real, and for 
me, very tough to watch. It 
was there for all to see, a life 
unraveling. A life that meant 
so much more than any fight 
in any ring. Farrell’s own 
story of survival and 
redemption is his book, 
‘What’s Left of Us’ Director 
David 0. Russell and actor 
Mark Wahlberg picked up the 
story, held tight and never let 


go. 
Another flash forward, and 
if this is sounding too 
Hollywood for you, too bad, 
because if I had believed 
Eklund’s beer-soaked dream, 
I wouldn't be standing here 
in line hoping to get a crack 
at being an extra in a film 
that is as familiar to me as 
Christmas is to Santa Claus. 
This still could be the gift of 
an experience that keeps on 
giving. I had lived at least a 
nickel’s worth of this tale. I

heard all about Eklund’s life 
unraveling, and I knew all 
about Micky Ward’s ‘left 
hook from hell. 

Sure, the web-site I signed 
up on sounded silly. ‘Be In a 
Movie’ I got my wardrobe 
ready and hoped that some 
people were right. I did have 
‘the look’ of one of those 
‘Lowell guys’ - living hard 
and fast and learning a lot 
along the way. I called my 
friend Rob Ahern and off I 
went to stand in line. Ahern 
thought it was all a bit silly 
too. Even after all these 
years, I still had this story 
down cold, deep in my heart. 
Too bad that I didn’t listen to 
that heart and use my head 
many years ago. 

“What did you say your 
name was?” asked WCVB 
anchor-turned author Bob 
Halloran as I waited for my 
friend. Halloran clutched 
copies of his book ‘Irish 
Thunder-The Hard Life and 
Times of Micky Ward.’ I told 
Bob who I was, and what 
could have been. I noticed 
that he wasn’t sweating near- 
ly as much as me and then 
wondered what the heck he 
was doing waiting in line 
with and about 500 motion 
picture wanna-bes? 

“Nice job on my book,” I 
said. After telling him that 
Dick Eklund had given me 
the early heads-up on what 
would have been my first, 
and then-only book deal, 
Halloran mustered a> smile, 
enjoying the compliment. 
“Thanks, I'm glad that you 
enjoyed it. Maybe we can 
talk inside.” 

Halloran made his way 
closer to entering the arena 
while I waited for my friend 
to arrive. Mr. Ahern works 
for a living, but somehow he 
still understood that this for- 
ever-struggling sports writer 
was holding tight to a dream, 
no matter how hokey the 
entering-strategy seemed to 
be. 


This time, I wouldn't blow 
it, I thought. Somehow, some- 
way, I would make my way to 
the front of the arena and be 
at ringside. I knew this story 
and looked for a way to tell 
just about anyone within 
earshot just how much I 
believed, even if I didn’t 
think that the scene that was 
being filmed today would 
ever really happen all those 
years ago. 

“This looks fake-I'm outta 
here.” After about a half- 
hour my friend had seen 
enough of the choreographed 
fight scenes between 
Wahlberg and a local fighter 
portraying Alfonso Sanchez 
in Ward’s big comeback bout 
at Caesars Palace in Las 
Vegas circa 1997. I wolfed 
down a brown bag lunch and 
followed some young Screen 
Actors Guild extras to anoth- 
er location in the arena. My 
only real friends were now 
the ‘crash test dummies'’- 


half body wins used 
to fill out the arena for the 
big fight scene. 


The little old ladies seated 
behind me were asking a lot 
of questions. Great, they 
know nothing about this 
story, and I want to let them 
all know what this story 
meant to me. “I hope they 
aren't going to have all of 
that drug stuff in this movie,” 
they practically say collec- 
tively. I remember that when 
‘Crack Street’ came out, 
Farrell took a beating. Many 
in Lowell hated this portrayal 
of the city, no matter how 
brutally honest it was. 

After rattling off all the 
names and the events that I 
could think of, I let the 
women know in no uncertain 
terms. “Ladies, if that drug 
stuff isn't in this movie, 


guess what?-there is no 
movie. Christian Bale didn’t 


lose 50 pounds to play Eklund . 


because Dick was the picture 
of health.” 

I was making fast friends, 
not only with these ladies 
from the Lowell Highlands, 
but with my ‘crash test 
dummy’ buddies. With my 
arms around two man- 
nequins and turning to talk 
some more, I found myself 
blinded by the light. The 
casting person was making 
her second trip my way. It 
was dark up here, and the 
flashlight helped that scar on 
my right cheek to look more 
defined. 


“I like that look, we are 
going to move you down.” 
Great, here I go, down where 
the action is. I said goodbye 
to the dummies, and the 
ladies liked my act. Now, I 
was hoping that it would 
carry over where the lights 
were warmer and the day a 
bit longer. Being a real movie 
extra should be about a 
whole lot more than a soggy 
sandwich and a bag of chips. 

There I was, just a couple of 
rows behind ‘actress Amy 
Adams and in Wahlberg's 
corner. There was Dick’s 
mother and his sister. Adams 
is Micky’s wife, Charlene. 
There are real Lowell cops in 
Micky’s corner. And, this 
time they are on his side, 
actors helping Wahlberg to 
make it all seem real. There 
are more bright lights, and 
director Russell is some- 
where giving the instructions 
to be loud, be obnoxious, then 
be quiet, then be real. It was 
all me-the loud obnoxious fan 
in the beige cap, scar and all. 

This scene being filmed 
today was a pivotal moment 
in Ward’s life. Eklund was 
still in jail when his half- 
brother took the match 
against Sanchez. Micky 
sported a 16-0 record and 
earned a mere $10,000 for the 
fight. Leaving his job as a 
paver in Lowell, Ward would 
take over 100 head shots. It 
looked like the fight would be 
stopped after six rounds 
before that left hook to 
Sanchez’s ribs signaled the 
end to a fight, but the begin- 
ning of new, jump-started 
career for Micky Ward. 

Adams and the other SAG 
extras screamed their lines 
in this heated scene and 
charged toward Wahlberg- 
Ward's corner. I jumped out 
of my ringside seat and 
pumped my fist, cursing at 
the top of my lungs. “Get up 
Micky-get up!” Another 
round of fist pumps. Be loud 
and obnoxious. Just be your- 
self. You were there once and 
you messed up that first shot. 
Do it right this time. 

The girl with the flashlight 
was back. “That was nice. 
Are you SAG?” That’s when I 
woke up and the dream-day 
was over. No more moving 
down if I wasn’t a card car- 
rying extra. Maybe next 
time, since I was told that I 
had a future playing a cop or 
a corrections’ officer. Dad 
would be busting his buttons 
over that one. Maybe I even 
had a future in acting as a 
loudmouth fan. Mop that 
brow and head for the exit. 
This day is over for me, even 
as memories just keep piling 
on top of memories. 

Maybe the next line that I 
stand in will be at the pre- 
mier of ‘The Fighter’ some- 
time in early 2011. “Hey, isn’t 
that Bob Halloran, and 
aren’t you the guy who once 
blew a chance to write this 
story?” 

“Be nice buddy, or you 
won't get my autograph. I’m 
that obnoxious fan in the cor- 
ner, when that ‘left hook 
from hell’ did its’ damage. 
Look closely, because if you 
blink, you'll miss me.” 
Instead of that autograph, I 
just might remind this guy 
that when you get another 
shot you had better make the 
most of it. Some second 
chances count, if only for a 
moment.

Rams ready to kick 
off new season 


‘The Shawsheen Tech boys 
soccer team will be looking 
for a repeat of last year’s suc- 
cess when they kick off their 
season this year on Thursday 
afternoon at home against 
CAC power Chelsea. The 
Rams posted a 14-3-6 overall 
record last season, including 
a win in the first round of the 
state tournament over 
Greater Lawrence as well as 
capturing the state vocation- 
al championship with a 
thrilling double overtime vic- 
tory over Greater New 
Bedford. 

“It was a very good year.

Senior Alex Perez will try 
and fill the very large shoes 
left behind my LaMonica in 
goal. Barriss has liked what 
he has seen so far from the 
senior net minder. 

“He has been with the JV 
the past couple of year and 
done a good job,” Barriss 
said. “He has done well so 
far, and he will keep getting 
better.” 

In fact, Barriss sees good 
things from all of his starters. 
His only concern at this point 
would be seeing what some of 
his more inexperienced play- 
ers can bring to the table. 

“We have 10 to 12 returning 
letter men and I think we will 
be OK one through eleven so 
minus key injuries we will be 
very good,” Barriss said. 
“We are not as deep as in the 
past because we don’t know 
exactly what we have.

The kids 
up from JV have to improve 
their play. We are work in 
progress, but we are heading 
in the right direction.”

The Shawsheen Tech foot- 
ball team will enter this sea- 
son looking to build on last 
year’s 6-5 record and make a 
possible run at _ the 
Commonwealth Athletic 
Conference Upper Division 
title’ With several key play- 
ers returning to the starting 
lineup a CAC championship is 
certainly a possibility, but 
more than anything coach Al 
Costabile is simply looking 
for his team to improve on 

last year’s record. 

“I feel like we can improve,” 
Costabile said. “We've got a 
good nucleus of players that 
got a lot of varsity time last 
season as underclassmen.

“First of all, I have a great 
deal of respect for him as a 
running back. He has a great 
ability to make the first guy 
miss and a great ability to 
take a hit,” Costabile said. 
“Another big thing about him 
is that he never complains. 
Some running backs if things 
aren’t going their way will 
start complaining about the 
blocking, but he never com- 
plains. He just shows up 
every day and plays. He is a 
pleasure to coach.” 

Joining Foss in the back- 
field will be another veteran, 
quarterback Kevin White, 
(5°10, 145) a senior from 
Tewksbury. White started 
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several games last year for 
the Rams and has gained 
some valuable experience. 
He will enter the season com- 
ing off a quad injury, but 
Costabile say he is ready to 
go both at quarterback as 
well as from his defensive 
back position. 

“His quad has healed up and 
he was very solid in our 
scrimmage against 
Watertown on Saturday,” 
Costabile said. “He got a lot 
of experience for us last year 
and it also helps that he is a 
three sport athlete who plays 
point guard and shortstop. I 
am very optimistic about him 
this season.” 

Making life easier for play- 
ers such as White and Foss 
will be among others senior 
center and tri-captain Bill 
Reynolds (5'll, 190) of 
Wilmington. Reynolds 
returns as a starter and 
Costabile has every confi- 
dence that he will do whatev- 
er is necessary to keep 
improving. 

“Bill is just a kid who shows 
up every day with a lunch 
pail,” Costabile said. “He 
leads by example. He is not a 
real vocal kid, but he calls 
the huddle on offense as cen- 
ter and he takes care of the 
football. He was a great 
choice as captain. He is just 
a real solid kid.” 

Junior offensive tackle 
Steve Higgins (6'3, 295) of 
Tewksbury will provide more 
support up front for the 
Rams. 

“Steve has made great 
progress,” Costabile said. 
“He has been working on his 
foot speed and he has gotten 
himself stronger. We are very 
happy with what he done in 
the off season and so far in 
the pre season.” 

Other returning starters for 
the Rams on offense will 
include wide receivers Derek 
Steen (6'0, 190) and Bob 
Greenwood (5’11, 165) both of 
Tewksbury, along with full- 
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back Devin Connearney (510, 
210). 

“We have the benefit of hav- 
ing a 1,000 yard rusher in our 
backfield which is a big plus, 
but we also have some talent- 
ed tight ends and receivers as 
well,” Costabile said. “We 
would like to have a balanced 
attack.” 

While the Rams will be 
strong offensively thanks to 
these players, their real 
strength may lie on defense 
where they will be led by a 
pair of defensive ends in 
senior Andrew Companeschi 
(6'3, 200) of Wilmington along 
with junior Derek Bent (6’4, 
220). Bent earned All- 
Conference honors last sea- 
son as just a sophomore, 
while Companeschi has been 
named one of the team’s tri- 
captains and will be looking 
to improve on an already out- 
standing career at 
Shawsheen. 

“Derek had 80 tackles and 3 
% sacks for us last year. He’s 
go very deceptive speed.

“Andrew is a 
talented kid who we are look- 
ing for great things from this 
season. He has turned into a 
great defensive end and tight 
end. Between him and Derek 
we've got a pair of real tal- 
enteBids.”

“They are all good kids,” 
Costabile said. “They are all 
very good football players 
and all three work hard in 
practice and will make very 
good captains.”

Participants com- 
plete an osteoporosis risk 
factor form, undergo a 
screening conducted with 
a bone ultrasonometer, 
and consult with a nurse 
who interprets the find- 
ings and reviews individ- 
ual risk factors. If bone 
loss is found, a letter 
detailing the results is 
provided to the partici- 
pant’s primary care 
physician for follow-up. 

According to Cathy 
Wrotny, community ben- 
efit specialist and geron- 
tological clinical special- 
ist at Winchester 
Hospital's. Community 
Health Institute, the find- 
ings of the Osteoporosis 
Prevention and Early 
Detection Program sup- 
port the state’s assertion 
that osteoporosis is a 
public health emergency. 
Of all the participants

Things aren't much bet- 
ter for him at home, as his 
job demands have strained 
his relationship with his 
wife (Kristin Wiig of 
"Saturday Night Live"). 

Enter a shaggy Ben 
Affleck, as a friend of 
Bateman's who dispenses 
some of the worst advice 
imaginable (along with pills 
and booze) from his perch 
behind a local hotel bar. 
Naturally, Bateman takes it 
— the advice, the pills and 
the booze — and the wheels 
come off entirely, with help 
from a gigolo, a klepto and 
a bong the size of a canoe 
paddle. 

“Extract” doesn’t work 
from beginning to end - 
some jokes fall and fall hard 
- but there is enough there 
to keep most movie patrons 
smiling and fans of Judge’s 
past work will be satisfied 
as well. 


“THE FINAL DESTI- 
NATION” 
GRADE: ** 


Death is coming and Alex 
Browning (Devon Sawa) is 
blessed with the curse of 
knowing when, how and 
where the grim reaper will 
strike in “The Final 
Destination”, a mediocre 
horror movie currently in 
theaters. 

Alex's so-called gift 
reveals itself just as he 
embarks on a trip to Paris 
with his high school French 
class. In the plane's cabin, 
buckled-in and ready for 
take-off, Alex experiences 
his first powerful premoni- 
tion. He sees the plane 
explode in a fiery blaze 
moments after leaving the 
ground. Sensing imminent 
doom, Alex panics and 
insists that everyone get off 
the plane. In the melee than 
ensues, seven people includ- 
ing Alex, are forced to dis- 
embark. 

Back in the airport ter- 
minal, Alex is surrounded 
by those who were kicked 
off the aircraft, including 
his friends Billy (Seann 
William Scott) and Clear 
(Ali Larter) a young woman 
who instinctively heeded 
Alex's warning. 

As each fumes about 
their lost opportunity to 
visit Paris, Alex's horrific 
premonition proves accu- 
rate, The ill-fated plane 
explodes in midair. Shocked 
and confused, the survivors 
struggle to understand how 
Alex was able to anticipate 
the catastrophe. 

Some are drawn to him, 
but most of the group is 
scared of his gift. As skepti- 
cal FBI Agents question his 
every word, Alex tries to 


reconcile the tragedy and 
return to a normal life. 
Ultimately Alex comes to 
believe that somehow he 
and the others cheated 
death, and as each of them 
starts to meet an untimely 
end, Alex and his remaining 
friends must work together 
to change the course of des- 
tiny and outwit the forces of 
death. 

The film tries to recreate 
the mystery of such hits as 
"The Sixth Sense," but 
instead it falls into the cate- 
gory of poorly written, poor- 
ly acted B-movies. 

Unless you are a big fan 
of the series (this is the 
fourth installment), wait 
until it shows up late at 
night on a television screen 
near you to see this one, and 
spend your late-summer 
cash elsewhere. 


“INGLORIOUS BAS- 
TERDS” 
GRADE: *** 


Take an old-fashioned 
World War II movie, update 
it with today’s brand of 
graphic violence, and what 
you end up with is director 


and writer Quentin 
Tarantino's latest, 
‘Inglorious Basterds’. 


The films starts with a 
great 15-minute segment 
where SS Col. Hand Landa 
(Christoph Waltz, who has 
the most memorable per- 
formance in the film) ques- 
tions dairy farmer Perrier 
LaPadite (Denis Menochet) 
in his little farmhouse in the 
French countryside. The 
man’s daughter then wit- 
nesses the execution of her 
family, and begins a long 
journey towards revenge. 

There are some big-name 
actors in minor roles, like 
Mike Myers as General Ed 
Fenech and Julie Dreyfus as 
Francesca Mondino (almost 
didn’t recognize. her). 
Another cameo is by Enzo 
Castellari, who appeared in 
the 1978 film “Inglorious 
Basterds,” from which the 
title of this film is taken. 

Narrated by Samuel L. 
Jackson, this has the feel of 
an old-fashioned WWII 
movie from the 1940s. The 
Americans who are behind 
the lines killing Nazis 
apparently feel no concern 
or worry about their situa- 
tion. Everything seems just 
hunky dory with these guys 
massacring every Nazi they 
can find. In real life, such an 
assignment wouldn’t be 
nearly as easy and they 
wouldn’t be quite so devil- 
may-care. 

Lt. Aldo Raine (Brad 
Pitt) puts together a squad 
of Jewish Gls (including 
Sgt. Donny .Donowitz, 
played by Eli Roth, who is 
better known as the writer, 
producer, and director of 
“Cabin Fever” and “Hostel,” 
two very successful horror 
films). 

Sgt. Donowitz uses a 
Louisville Slugger to dis- 
patch his Nazi victims. They 
parachute behind the Nazi 
lines and kill every Nazi 
they can find. Not only kill 
them, but scalp them, too. 
Onscreen. Graphically. 

But that’s what you 
expect from Tarantino, 
along with great dialogue. 
TIt’s a fun, if unrealistic, 
look at war, specifically 
World War II, and the dia- 
logue helps you forget about 
the long running time (the 
film approaches three hours 
in length, once the coming 
attractions are factored in).

YES IN WOBURN 
IS IT PIZZA YET? 

“In an effort to get some 
two dozen people back to 
work as quickly as possible, 
the City Council Tuesday 
night voted to allow a 
change to the special permit 
it granted Au Bon Pain in 
East Woburn to allow it to 
become a Sal’s Pizza,” notes 
the Woburn edition of the 
"Daily Times Chronicle." 

“Deeming the change 
minor, as the two establish- 
ments have many of the 
same characteristics, the 
City Council on a 9-0 vote 
approved the amended per- 
mit as word was received 
that Au Bon Pain, located 
on Washington Street, had 
closed its doors. 

“There was much con- 
cern over the precedent it 
might set by allowing the 
change in use as an amend- 
ment to the special permit, 
instead of requiring a new 
special permit filing, but the 
change was deemed minor 
and several City Council 
members spoke to the 
importance of getting some 
28 local people back to work 
as quickly as possible. 

“Salvatore 


Pizza, based in Lawrence, 
said the local chain had 
long been looking for a loca- 
tion in Woburn with this 
opportunity for the 
Washington Street location 
recently presenting itself. 
“While Au Bon Pain in 


general is still doing well, 
Lupoli explained that the 
Woburn location was a con- 
cept store and the concept 
just never caught on. As is, 
the Woburn location is also 
now too big for Au Bon Pain 
to convert it back to a regu- 
lar location, he said. 

“The two uses are so sim- 
ilar, Lupoli said, that the 
only real change will bethe 
addition of a pizza oven and 
the relocation of a count-

TOWER POWER IN

The Town Manager’s 
Office has conducted crane 
tests on two municipal sites 
in the Town of Tewksbury. 
“At each site the crane was 
set to the height of a pro- 
posed cell tower and photos 
were taken from surround- 
ing areas to show its visibil- 


ity for surrounding resi- 
dents,” notes the 
“Tewksbury Town Crier.” 

“The first crane test took 
place at Easement Road 
where more than a dozen 
residents gathered to deter- 
mine how visible a potential 
cell tower would be for abut- 
ters. Much to the surprise of 
Town officials participating 
in the tests, no one attended 
the second test of the day 
held at the Police Station on 
Main Street where officials 
expected opposition or 
curiosity because of its 
placement on a busy street 
in the center of town.

have a team of 15 people and 
hope to raise over $10,000. 
Our goal is to raise funds for 
critical research, including, 
research towards prevention, 
cures and minimizing side 
effects.” 

The Sweeneys of Woburn 
have another unique tale to 
tell regarding their reasons 
for walking. Cheryl Sweeney 
is the captain of Team 
Bridget's Buddies. 

“My 11 year old daughter, 
Bridget, was diagnosed with a 
malignant brain tumor in July 
of 2005,” writes Cheryl in an 
email. “I joined the Walk in 
2007 after she had completed 
her treatment protocol as a 
way to give back something to 
the place and people who had 
given us so much. I really 
can't say enough good things 
about the Jimmy Fund and 
Dana Farber and the work 
they do there. 

“As I was preparing to 
walk again in 2008, Bridget's 
cancer relapsed.'I walked that 
year with a goal of raising 
$10,000 because if a team rais- 
es that much, you can direct 
where the money is spent. 
Bridget's Buddies raised over 
$12,000 which was directed to 
Bridget's primary nuero- 
oncologist, who is a world 
renowned researcher in the 
feild of pediatric brain 
tumors. Bridget completed a 
second stem cell transplant 
protocol in June of this year 
and I signed on again hoping 
to raise the $10,000 to direct 
the money towards research. 
Sadly, Bridget's cancer 
relapsed again this Summer 
and without new research, we 
have no cure for her. 

“Our team has already 
made the $10,000 required and 
we are well on our way to 
$20,000 thanks to the generous 
support of the Woburn 
Community. As you can imag- 
ine, I have a very personal 
stake in this fundraising.” 

Tom Convery of 
Wilmington is another local 
resident who has strong ties 
to the Walk. 

“I walk in memory of Kara 
Irving of Wilmington,” said 


Convery. “I met her when I 
was a Make-A-Wish volunteer, 
back in 1996 or 1997, when I 
was a volunteer assigned to 
help her wish come true.” 

It turns out Convery knew 
Kara’s mother and father 
years ago at Medford High 
School, and helped make her 
dream of attending the Disney 
Institute (where individuals 
can live out their dream occu- 
pations, such as being a 
sportscaster, etc. ). 

Kara’s cancer went into 
remission for a few years, but 
during her second semester at 
Syracuse University she was 
diagnosed with leukemia. 
Convery helped with a bone 
marrow drive on Mother's 
Day, 2000 to try and find a 
match with Kara, and whle 
that didn’t happen matches 
were found that day for 10 
other people. 

On June 6, 2001 Kara lost 
her battle with leukemia, and 
Tom and others are walking 
once again this weekend in” 
her honor. 

“She was the greatest kid I 
ever met,” said Convery. “She 
always cared about everyone 
else, how they were feeling. 
All through her illness, she 
wanted to help other people. 
This is my ninth year doing 
this walk.”

LIVE EEL TANK DEBUTS AT PARKER 

The Parker River National Wildlife Refuge is now displaying 
a live eel tank as part of its exhibits, This tank is located in the 
Visitor Center, 6 Plum Island Turnpike in Newburyport and is 
viewable while the visitor center is open from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

The American Eel is a slimy, fascinating fish that lives an 
interesting life cycle. These eels begin their life thousands of 
miles away in the Saragasso Sea, which is in the North Atlantic 
between the West Indies and the Azores. 

After hatching, the eel eggs float to the ocean surface and 
hatch into small, transparent larvae shaped like willow leaves. 
These larvae drift with the Gulf Stream and other currents, tak- 
ing about a year to reach the Atlantic coast. 

These carnivorous creatures feed on fish, fish eggs, crabs, 
worms, clams, as well as dead animals. They can absorb oxygen 
through their gills as well as their skin. This gives them ability 
to travel short distances on land. 

The Parker River National Wildlife Refuge, administered by 
the US Fish and Wildlife Service, was established in 1942 to 
provide habitat for and protect migratory birds and other 
wildlife species. Today the refuge protects fragile coastal habi- 
tat for over 350 bird species, as well as several plants, mammals, 
fish, insects, reptiles and amphibians.
